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. Ro  findings  of  ths  Kedi terrnnsdm’ f rnit  fly  lave  been  reported  during  tZie 
month  of  September, 

The  rather  serious  conditions  mith  regard-  to  grasshoppers  reported  in  the 
last  number  of  the  Bulletin  have  developed  into  serious  eutbreaZes  in.  the  Great 
Plains  district  of  Zlorth  Dakota  and  Montana,  i 

Serious  .depredations  by  wi renorms  continued  to  be  reported  from  scatter- 
ed localities  over  the  entire  country,  the  damage  being  particularly  serious 
on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  very  light  Hessian  fly  infestation  reported  from  Neu  York  State 
last  month  apparently  ex.tends  v;estv/ard  tZirough  Ohio,  The -detailed  s'armatry 

of  the  Illinois  survey,  on  the  otZoer  'no.nd,  sheus  a very  marked  increase  in 
infestation,  the  average  of  infested  strarrs  for  the  State  being  about  15 
per  cent.  Hessian  fly  seeo:s  to  be  on  the  increase  ~also  in  hissouri. 

Very  serious  depredarcions  by  corn  root  v;orms  'nave  been  reported  from 
Iowa  and  llebraska.  Large  xsatchss  of  corn  are  completely  killed  out  in  many 
districts  and  much  corn  vdiich  was  not  'milled  mas  lodged  on  account  of  the 
destruction  of  the  root-s. 

TZie  velvet  bean  caterpillar  is  practically  ruining  the  soy  bean  crop  in 
southern  Louisiana  and  along  the  eastern  coast  of  Texas.  The  strai^ge  feature 
of  this  outbreak  is  the  fact  that  velvet  beans  and  cowpeas  adjacent  to  ruined 
fields  of  soy  beans  are  practically  undamaged. 

'Gm.rpeas  in  the  coastal  plains  district  of  the  Carolinas  are  so  seriously 
infested  'Oy  the  cowpea  curculio  that  many  growers  are  not  recovering  their 
seed. 

During  August  the  oAfalfa  -veevil  wus  discovered  in  the  vicinity  of  lled- 
lord,  Oregon.  T'nis  appears  to  be  a commercial  juirp  as  t'ne  nearest  known  in- 
festation is  200  miles  distant  in  eastern  Oregon.  TZiis  insect  was  also  feunu 
for  tZie  first  time  in  Alpine  County,  Calf^’ornia,  this  being  an  extension  of  the 
Carson  Valley,  Rbv* , .area. 
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Owing  to  a partial  third  brood  of  the  codling  moth  devoloping  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic,  East  Central,  a.nd  '.Test  Central  States,  late  injury  by  the 
worms  is  very  noticeable,  even  in  well  sprayed  orchards.  Serious  conditions 
have  also  been  reported  from  Nevada  and  T^ashington. 

ivlore  damage  by  the  aprilo  maggot  than  usual  is  being  observed  in  the  New 
England  States. 

The  apple  fruit  v/orm  (Argyresthis  conTugella  Zell.)  has  been  observed 
for  the  first  time  in  the  Montesano  section  of  Washington. 

A very  interesting  case  of  the  complete  control  of  an  insect  pest  by 
its  natural  enemies  is  reported  from  Ohio,  where  the  a^ople  flea  weevil  has 
been  practicaJly  eliminated  this  year  by  its  hj/menopterous . parasites , 

The  oriental  fruit  moth  is  recorded  for  the  first  time  from  the  northern 
end  of  Indiana  and  also  from  Amherst,  Mass,,  and  is  quite  generally  reported 
from  practically  the  entire  infested  region. 

The  grape  berry  moth  has  very  materially  increased  in  abundance  in  the 
Lake  Shore  district  of  Ohio  and  over  practically  the  entire  State  of  west 
Virginia. 

The  fall  webv;orm  is  unusually  abundant  throughout  the  South  Atlantic  and 
Gulf  Coast  region  extending  up  the  Mississippi  Valley  into  Missouri, 

The  European  weevil,  3r achy rhi nus  cribricollis  Gyll.,  has  been  discover- 
ed on  citrus  and  privet  in  Los  Angeles  County,  California. 

The  citras  •'.•fnitefly  is  being  reported  as  very  abunda.nt  from  Elorida  and 
the  Gulf  Coast  section. 

Very  serious  damage  by  the  garden  webwoi'm  to  alfalfa  is  reported  from 
Iowa  and  Nebraska, 

The  curculionid  beetle , Tyloderma  morbillosa  Lee.,  is  recorded  for  the 
first  time  as  a strawberry  pest  in  Washington. 

The  pickle  vzorm  appears  to  be  much  more  serious  than  usual  in  the  North- 
ern part  of.  its  range,,  reports  coming  .from  the  East  Central  and  the  West  Cen- 
tral States,  The  insect  is  recorded  for  the  first  time  from  Nebraska. 


■1>.70  heretofore  unrecorded  species  of  springtails  are  doing  commercial 
damage  to  mushrooms  in  Minnesota  and  Missouri.  The  species  in  Minnesota 
belongs  to  the  genus  Achoreutes  .and  the  species  in  Missouri  to  the  genus 
Schottella.  .

A very  interesting  account  of  an  outbreak  of  the  greaf . babin/caterpillar 
appears  in  this  number  of  the  Bulletin,  The  outbreak  took  place  near  Mount 
Shasta,  California,  and  the  worms  were  so  nmrorous  that  they  prevented  rail- 
road trains  from  making  the  grades.  Special  equipment  was  required  on  the 
locomotives  to  meet  the  emergency. 


The  satin  noth  has  been  recorded  for  the  first  tine  in  noodland  dis- 
tricts in  rTen  Sngland. 

The  hemlock  spannerm  has  killed  practically  all  of  the  hemlock  in  the 
resort  region  of  Michigan  and  is  non  soricnsly  damaging  hardnood.* 

A very  heavy  infestation  by  the  tno-lined  proninant  (Hemerocannea 
bilineata  Pack.)  attacking  beech  and  oalr.  is  reported  from  Michigan. 

A considera.bls  part  of  the  Mhite  Mountain  district  of  Mev:  rianrpshire, 
a,  large  part  of  Vermont  and  Maine,  and  parts  of  Massachusetts  seem  to  be 
v/ell  infested  by  the  birch  leaf-mining  sawily.

The  general  application  of  control  measures  against  the  Zorropean  corn 
borer  has  had  very  favorable  results  in  Ontario.  In  spite  of  this,  observa- 
tions indicate  that  in  Kent  and  Essex  cuanties  smeet  corn  ’VcvS  more  heavily 
infested  than  last  year,  although  in  the  case  of  field  corn  the  increa.se  was 
only  slight.  The  presence  of  this  insect  in  Opaebec  has  not  yet  caused  seri- 
ous crop  injury.  In  Mew  Brunswick,  in  Sunbury  and  Opieens  Counties,  the  in- 
festation is  extremely  light.  As  a result  of  scouting,  the  borer  has  been 
fo-and  in  Mova  Scotia,  in  Yarmouth,  Dig:by,  and  Annapolis  counties. 

The  grasshopper  infestation  in  British  Coirmbia,  while  not  extrexsely 
severe  as  in  1926,  again  shows  a tendency  to  increase.  The  exceedingly'  drs* 
summer  enabled  the  gra.s shoppers  to  lay  their  eggs  sw-ccess fully.  I',icdera.te 
outbreaks  of  grasshoppers  also  are  reported  from  sow-thern  <>a3bec  £-nd  south- 
eastern Prince  Edward  Island. 

Se'vere  injury  by  whits  grubs  to  a variety  of  field  and  garden  crops  is 
anticipated  ever  a fairly  wi.de  area  in  sout.iern  guebec,  in  late  fall,  and 
during  the  spring  of  1920. 

weather  conditions  have  been  favoralcle  to  the  develO]pment  and  increase 
of  the  wheat- stem  sawfly  in  southern  Manitoba,  bu.t  loss  to  ’wheat  and  rye 
does  not  exceed  a few  thousand  dollars  for  the  whole  province.  Damage  so 
wheat  by  this  species,  in  Saskatchewan,  is  believed  to  be  moderately  severe 
generally  throughout  the  infested  areas.  Althow-gh  tne  iniestetion  is  not  sc 
great  as  in  former  years  the  rate  of  damage  appears  to  bo  unusually  nign. 

Heavy  infestations  of  the  turnip  aphis  are  reportea  from  districts  of 
southern  Hew  Brunswick  and  locally  in  southern  Ontario,  The  pea  apnis  .las  be 
reported  in  great  irambers  north  of  Lake  Ontario  in  the  counties  ci  Prince 
Edward,  Hortkomberla-nd,  and  Eurnam,  amd  also  in  southern  •C^eoec. 
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There  is  a heavy  infestation  of  the  iurported  caobage  norm  in  southern 
Manitoba,  resulting  in  the  probable  destruction  of  half  the  cabbage  crop  in 
farm  gardens.  The  infestation  covers  all  districts  of  Manitoba,  south  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  becoming  less  northv;ard,  but 
being  present  at  Swan  river,  north  of  latitude  52^, 

‘During  the  srmmer  the  tarnished  plaint  bug  occurred  in  very  injurious 
numbers  in  southern  Grita<,rio,  causing  consid.erable  dajnage  to  garden  plants 
and  nursery  stock.  Particularly  severe  injury  v/as  caused  to  the  celery  crop. 

In  districts  of  southern  Saskatchewan,  the  bertha  armj^^/orm,  Bara-thra 
configurata  dlk. , caused  considerahle  dairage  to  ca.bbage  and  fla.x  and  some 
injury  to  corn  and  other  crops.  The  infestation  apparently  is  not  so  ex- 
tensive nor  the  damage  so  severe  as  in  1923,  but  this  species  is  probably 
the  most  severe  pest  of  ca.bbage  this,  season  in  the  area  involved. 

An  outbrealc  of  the  zebra  caterpillar  has  been  reported  froia  districts 
of  southern  hew  Brunswick,  southern  -cdisbec,  a.nd  Ontario,  affecting  crucifer- 
ous plants  eend  a variety  of  other  flowering  plants  o.nd  vegetable  crops. 

The  Suropean  red  mite  has  been  very  conspicuous  in  the  hiagara  district, 
Ontario,  particularly  in  plimi  orchards,  and  alsc  along  the  St.  John  River 
Valley,  hew  Brunswick,  in  apple  orchards.  An  outbreak  of  the  red  spider, 
Tetranychus  telarius  L. , occurred  in*  all 'parts  of  Manitoba,  south  cf' lati- 
tude 52^,  affecting  raspberry,  currant,  bean,  pea  and  many  other  plants. 

In  addition  to  the  heavy  outbreak  cf  tke  green  apple  aphid  in  southern 
Ontario  already"  reported,  a large  p»ercentags  of  the  apple  orchards  in  the 
prorince  suffered  injury  from  the'  ros3:'  a;ohis,  Anurauki s res  eus  Baiierk 

A heavy  outbreale  of  the  apple  imggot  in  'maiiy  parts  of  Ontario,  east  of 
Toronto,  was  prevented  by  spraying.  There  h<as  been  a greater  menace  from 
this  species  in  Ontario  o.uring  the  last  four  3/ears  than  in  any*  previous  period 
in  the  past  t’:'ent\^  j^ears.

There  is  also 
an  increa.se  in  northern  Illinois,  but  it  is  not  sc  great  and 
the  infestation  in  this  section  is  not  so  hea..vy  as  in  the  cen- 
tral and  southern  counties.  The  infestation  runs  generally 
from  8 to  33  per  cent  and  will  average  around  .1.15  per  cent. 

The  gro-op  of  eastezn  counties  Gho'ving  heaviest  infestation 
last  year  has  about  the  same  infestation  this  year.  This  in- 
cludes Edgar,  Clark,  and  Cranford  Counties.

and  there  are  causing  a considerable  amount  of  commercial  dam- 
age. In  several  instances  the  roots  were  almost  completely 
destroyed  and  after  a heavy  rain  the  corn  fell  to  the  ground.

R.  L.  Parker  (August  29):  The  western  corn  root  w’orm  has 
been  renorted  au  cuttinw  roots  of  corn  at  Lebanon. 
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I'lebraska  M.  H.  Swenk  (September  5);  During  the  month  of  August 

there  mas  much  serious  trouble  mitii  corn  root  worms  in  several 
sections  of  the  State.  The  corn  was  killed  out  in  large 
patches,  and  there  were  many  fallen  stalks  in  the  affected 
fields.  Tt/o  years  ago  (1927)  there  v'as  similar  trouble  with 
this-  pest,  but  little  or  none  last  year.  D.  longicornis  Say 
was  especially  troublesome  in  Vallej',  Sherman,  and  Buffalo 
Counties  in  the  central  part  of  the  State,  and  also  in  Keya 
Paha  County  to  the  north  and  in  '.Tebster,  kuckolls,  and  Jeffer- 
son Counties  along  the  southern  boundary  of  the  State.  The 
Colorado/ root  worm  (p.  virgif era  Lee.)  was  similarly  trouble- 
some in  southwestern  Nebraska  (Hitchcock  Co'anty).

H.  S.  Hinds  (September  20):  This  insect  is  very  abundant 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  State.  It  lias  appeared  this  year 
in  greater  abnndancc  than  ever  before,  stripping  soy  beans  as 
completely  as  the  cotton  leaf  worm  does  cotton.  Outbrealo  ap- 
peared first  in  the  vicinity  of  Jeanerette  and  strip-oing  be- 
came general  at  Baton  pLOuge  by  the  last  of  August.  Another 
generation  is  in  prospect.  Poisoning  has  checked  worm,  feed- 
ing promptly  with  some  burning  of  foliage  which  has  not  been 
nearly  so  serious  as  the  worm  stripping.  Vfnere  worm  feeding 
was  stepped  by  poisoning  the  buds  were  saved  and  started  new 
growth  promptly.  V/liere  worms  were  not  poisoned  and  were  abun- 
dant they  frequently  destroyed  buds  so  completely  that  new 
foliage  was  not  formed.  The  seed  crop  of  several  varieties 
of  soy  beans  will  be  materially  reduced  in  Louisiana.  ITatural 
control  of  these  worms  has  been  noticed  especially  through  the 
feeding  of  birds,  the  attack  of  wasps,  and  attack  of  a white 
icjigus,  presumably  Emnusa  rilbyi , which  is  causing  the  death 
of  large  numbers  of  larvae.

On  August  27  a plantation  was 
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visited  in  Ass^omption  Parish  T/here  100  acres  of  soy  hsans 
had  been  completely  defoliated.  All  leaves  and  small  tvmgs 
lad  boon  eaten,  so  the  p].ants  resembled  sticks  stuck  up  in 
the  fi^ld.  Only  a very  small  number  of  v;orms  were  found,  but 
6 pupae  were  foo.nd  after  digging  in  1 square  foot  of  soil. 

The  owner  stated  that  the  worms  appeared  so  suddenly  a.nd  ate 
so  fast  that  his  beans  'rero  destroyed  before  the  worms  w'ere 
noticed;  50  acres  of  soy  beans  planted  in  stubble  cane  were 
only  partially  defoliated.  According  to  the  owner  of  this 
plantation,  the  worms  appeared  in  destructive  numbers  in  soy- 
bean fields  throughout  this  parish  and  adjoining  ones.

This  a coniaercial  jaicp 
since  the  nearest  knovn  infestation  is  some  200  miles  from 
Medford  in  eastern  Oregon.  P.oclruood  and  Mote  made  a prelimi- 
nary survey,  determining  the  limits  of  the  infestation  at 
Central  Point  on  the  north,  Phoenix  on  the  south,  about  2 
miles  nest  and  tuo  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Medford.  One 
peculiar  feature  of  the  infestation  was  the  lateness  of  weevil 
development.  The  larvae  were  feeding  and  doing  damage  to  the 
second  crop  of  hay  v/hich  wa,s  nearing  maturity. 

S.  Lockwood  (Ajg'ust  50):  ilr.  Oeo.  T'ilson  and  the  writer 
found  the  alfalfa  weevil  for  the  first  time  in  Alpine  Coexity, 
the  infestation  being  an  extension  of  the  area  of  the  Carson 
Palley  which  has  been  infested  for  a longer  period.

9,  September  15:  The  mealybug  situation  in 
the  field  in  Los  Angeles  County  looks  more  favorable  than  it  has 
for  several  seasons  past.  The  recent  protracted  warm  weather  has 
not  only  been  responsible  for  an  appreciable  mortality  in  the 
younger  mealybugs ,- but  has  materially  increased  the  activity  of 
the  liberated  Cryptolaemus . 

The  few  exceptions  to  this  condition  are  the  result  of  the 
presence  of  a large  gray  native  ant  which  is  particularly  active 
in  protecting  the  mealybug  from  its  insect  enemies,  including 
the  Cr:^rotolaemus .
